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Charles Tiebout 1 s Pure Theory of Local Expenditures serves 
as a helpful framework in examining the emergence of the learning society, 
communications technologies, freer trade, and the effects these will have on 
the educational infrastructure. Tiebout argued that the failure of 
market -type systems of public good at the central government level does not 
necessarily mean failure at the local level . The advent of technology and an 
information society provides citizens with more freedom to relocate should 
they be unhappy with their local governments and politicians, creating 
competition between governments and a desire to best serve its citizens. 
Local governments, which are directly responsible for delivering education, 
must therefore provide adequate post-secondary education to increase the 
attractiveness of their community. In order to remain competitive, many
